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ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


The names of candidates who have agreed to run for office in the Division 
appear on the APA ballot which has been sent to all members. This year the 
Division 12 quota of Council Representatives has been increased from six to seven 
as a result of the increase in our membership. We will, therefore, elect three 
Council Representatives (to fill vacancies due to expiring terms) in addition to the 
President-Elect and one Member-at-Large. Ballots are to be returned to the APA 
office by July lst. Results will be announced at the Annual Meeting. 


To aid the membership in making the choice of officers, we are providing 
below a statement of the qualifications and duties for each, and biographical informa- 
tion about the candidates. 


President-Elect 


By-Laws Provision: ''The President-Elect must be a Fellow. He is a member of 
the Executive Committee, serves as Chairman of the Program Committee and per- 
forms the usual duties of vice-president. He succeeds to the Presidency after one 
year. The Divisional President presides at all meetings, is the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee and performs all other usual duties of a presiding officer." 


Qualifications and Duties: High professional, administrative, and leadership 


qualities; recognized status in the clinical field; wide acquaintance of and by colleagues. 


As President-Elect, reviews past history and present problems in preparation for the 
presidency, and assumes responsibility for the Program at APA. He devotes at least 
two full weeks to the work of the Program Committee -- planning, preparing, and 
publishing the Call for Papers, planning and initiating symposia; answering corres- 
pondence about program material; reviewing proposals and abstracts submitted; 
submitting final program to APA Program Committee; working out room arrange- 
ments; informing every contributor of the decision regarding his proposal or abstract; 
checking up at the APA Convention to make sure that the program is running smoothly. 


As President, he directs policy and planning activities; and provides leader- 
ship by keeping aware of problems and trends in the field of clinical psychology and 
initiating appropriate action. Executive activities include correspondence with 50 to 
100 prospective committee members with regard to appointments; correspondence 
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with committees and with Divisional Secretary; correspondence with APA in regard 
to general problems; co-editorship of the Newsletter with the Division Secretary; 
correspondence and conferences with the new Program Committee; presiding at the 
Midwinter Meeting of the Executive Committee and three meetings at the APA Annual 
Meeting (two of the Executive Committee and the Annual Business Meeting), writing 
and delivering the Presidential Address.

as Council Representatives to APA, and shall serve as members of the Executive 
Committee of the Division. "' 


Qualifications and Duties: Interest in and knowledge of trends in psychology as a 
whole, particularly those affecting clinical psychology; familiarity with APA prob- 
lems, policies, and issues; capacity for independent and collaborative thinking and 
planning; responsibility for keeping abreast of new developments in the Division, 

in APA, and in the broader contemporary scene as it impinges upon clinical psychology 
and defines its scientific and social contribution. As members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Division, the Divisional Representatives participate in the setting up of 
committees, the appointment of committee members, the direction of committee 
activities, and all other executive functions. As Council Representatives they are 
members of the basic legal body of APA and are obligated to represent the Division 
in matters of importance to the Division and to the Association as a whole. Repre- 
sentatives are responsible for careful reading of the Division Newsletter, the 
AMERICAN PSYCHOLOGIST, and other journals, documents, and communications 
sent out by the Division or by APA, in order to be able to participate in discussion 
and to vote on the basis of well-informed and carefully considered opinion, even

REPORT OF THE PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


Your Program Committee, as usual, has had a very frustrating job. 


Time allotments for the program are far too low to satisfy even half of the 
membership who have submitted papers. Only 40% of papers, and 50% of symposia 
and special topical sessions submitted to the Division could be accepted. 


Papers are read, with names and institutions deleted to insure anonymity, 
by three committee members, but this doesn't lessen the shock and sorrow of dis- 
covering when the list is final that some of your most able colleagues have fallen 

below the time determined, arbitrary cut-off point. We are just too big a division 
to have more than 1 or 2% of our membership on the annual program. 


We have ended up withforty-four papers, fourteen symposia (eight jointly 
sponsored) and three topical interest sessions. No open forum was arranged as 
most of the topics submitted overlapped symposia and/or topical sessions. In 
spite of the fact that the committee is unhappy that time allotments forced rejection 
of good papers, we feel that the program selected is of wide interest and of superior 
* quality, and those of you who can attend the San Francisco meeting will enjoy it. 


As soon as the APA Program Committee has given us a final list of accepted 


papers, we will let each of you who proposed papers know immediately the final 
decision. 
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Your Chairman, ex-officio the President-Elect, wonders wistfully if there 


isn't some alternative ex-officio duty that would create a jess disquieting atmosphere 


for the beginning of his presidential duties.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THEORY AND PRACTICE 


After receiving indications of strong interest of the membership of the 
Division in a program to attempt to integrate our knowledge of scientific fact and 
theory in psychology to our techniques of practice in both psychodiagnostics and 
psychotherapy, the full membership of the Committeeoon Theory and Practice 
appointed by the Executive Committee of the Division at its Midwinter Meeting 
was contacted by its chairman, James G. Miller, and asked for recommendations 
and suggestions as to how to proceed. 


One suggestion which came from several sources was that groups be 
organized at various centers around the country to discuss problems of theory and 
practice. These would meet regularly and bring together psychologists from the 
experimental and theoretical side of psychology and psychologists from the applied 
side. A group of this sort has been meeting under the initiative of Dr. Robert H. 
Mathewson of Division 17 in the New York area for more than two years. Those 
members of Division 12 who had indicated a specific interest in this program were 
contacted, and several have indicated that they would like to organize such dis- 
cussion groups in the coming months in various parts of the country. 


Another suggestion which is being followed up was that a symposium be 
held at the Annual Meeting of the APA in San Francisco to illustrate how such a 
group activity might be carried out. A three-hour symposium, therefore, has 
been arranged, under the joint sponsorship of Division 12 (Clinical Psychology), 
Division 17 (Counseling and Guidance Psychology), and Division 7 (Developmental 
Psychology). It is planned that Dr. Joseph Shoben wil] be the chairman of this 
Symposium. A moving picture will be shown at the beginning of it in which a 
child is in an emotional dilemma in which he obviously needs help. At the end 
of the picture a statement will be made as to the direction in which improvement 
is desired. Then theorists, speaking from various backgrounds, will indicate 
which stimuli they believe should be applied to the individual, or what therapeutic 
techniques should be used, in order to change his behavior in the desired direction. 
Dr. Hobart Mowrer will talk to this issue from the point of view of his learning 
theory. Dr. Carl R. Rogers will talk in terms of client-centered theory. Dr. 
Gregory Kimble will discuss the issue from the point of view of an experimental 
and theoretical psychologist. Dr. James G. Miller will summarize the discussion. 
After that there will be discussion from the floor, both on the issues raised in the 


symposium, and also concerning procedures whereby groups can best be established 


in various parts of the country to carry out similar activities. 


Representing Division 12, the chairman of the Committee on Theory and 
Practice recently went to New York and met with representatives of several other

divisions who had indicated an interest in working to bridge the gap between 
scientific fact and theory and application in psychology. A request for APA 
és sponsorship of such a program was developed and sent to the Board of Directors 
for their recommendations.
